Methods used many years ago 


by homemakeri in 
preserving 


jama and jellie* are the reasons 
for the standards set up by federal 
officials for judging the products 
of manufacturers, and grandmoth- 
er's recipe of a pound of fruit for 
a pound of sugar ia still a measur- 
ing stick for members of the Food 
and Drug Administration. 


The makers of the standards for 


manufactured jams and jellies, 
however, permit the products to be 
labeled jam or jelly if there is at 
least 45 per cent of fruit to 55 per 
cent of sugar sirup. Goods which 
do not meet this requirement must 
be labeled as imitations. 


The definition of jelly as noth- 


ing but fruit, sugar and water 
dates from the days when women 
used only those fruits or combina- 
tions of fruits which would make 
jelly without the addition of any 
other substance than sugar and 
water. Recently, housewives start- 
ed adding pectin to fruit juice 
to insure that the product would 
jell. 


Government officials could not 


very well require that commercial 
manufacturers abstain from using 
pectin 
when 
the 
homemakers 


themselves came to regard this 
material as an expected Ingredi- 
ent in the jelly. 
Federal regula- 


tions now provide the pectin added 
in commercial Jelly shall not have

DANGER WITHIN OUR GATES- 
HE theory that the gravest danger to 
our national peace comes from within is 


one of unimpeachable soundness. Danger 
of war increases. No one can follow events 
in Europe without recognizing this fact. At 
least a half dozen countries of Europe are 
vitally interested in the situation that will 
exist when Spain's inferno burns out; and 
some of them, there is evidence to prove, 
will not be able to resist the temptation to 
meddle. In one way or another they will 
strive to influence events so that their 
own interests will be served. 


But Spain cannot drag us into war. 


Neither can France or Italy, or Russia. 
Now, as in the period between 1914 and 
1917, we are endangered by Americans, 
acquisitive souls, eager for the last dollar, 
even though it may be dipped in blood. 
Now, as was the case twenty years ago, 
war holds great commercial opportunities. 
Who does not remember the boom days of 
the war, when the steel mills were going 
full blast, day and night, and the muni- 
tions plants were reaping rich profits, also 
the farmers and virtually every other in- 
dustry even remotely related to the mater- 
ial needs of war? 


War profits, once their blight has fallen 


upon a land, tend to irrationalism. Hu- 
man welfare and idealism are made sub- 
servient to greed for huge and easy pro- 
fits and the ultimate fruitage—economic 
disaster and moral disintegration, as they 
have been experienced in many forms dur- 
ing the last two decades—is ignored. 


If we are to remain out of the wars of 


the future, we must direct our attention to 
the dangers that lie within our gates and 
that have their origin in the unbridled mer- 
cenary instincts of some of curb est citi- 
zens. Other nations do not harbor warlike 
designs in our direction. If we become in- 
volved we will havfc no one to blame but 
ourselves. 


NEW HIGHWAY HAZARD 


A FTER several decades of relative inac- 
**• tivity, bicycling has hit the upcurve 
as a popular craze. The sale of bicycles, at 
all events, has jumped from 260,000 in 
1931 to 750,000 in 1935, with prospects 
that this year's total will exceed 900,000. 


An interesting feature of this industrial 


report is that women comprise 20 per cent 
of the buyers, whereas the percentage of 
feminine interest was but a third as great 
in 1931. 


From the recreational standpoint, this 


is gratifying, for the sport is exceedingly 
wholesome. Highway and motor vehicle 
authorities may be expected to note this 
obvious trend of recreational interest and 
make adequate provision for the thousands 
of people directly concerned. The joys and 
benefits of cycling should not be stifled by 
the necessity of risking life and limb on 
congested arteries of travel.

DRY LAND INTO GRAZING 


WASHINGTON—Not much is being 
** said about it, but Tugwell's Resettle- 
ment Administration is pushing ahead 
vei'y actively in buying up 4,000,000 acres 
in the drought area and turning them into 
grazing land. 


Here is an actual sample of how the 


land purchase plan works: 


Several RA agents drove up to the farm- 


house of George Silcrest, in Phillips coun- 
ty, Montana, not far from the Canadian 
border. Silcrest had 800 acres of dry land 
which he had homesteaded in 1920, mov- 
ing west from Indiana. 


They talk with Silcrest about his crops 


over the past fifteen years. He said he had 
met with more failures than successes, 
that unless he could get hold of some land 
where water was available he might as 
well give up. 


RA officials offered to buy his 800 


acres, and to sell him an irrigated tract on 
the "Milk River project", not far away. 
They also.offered to extend him credit to- 
ward the purchase of this new farm. 


On the irrigated land Silcrest could raise 


crops of winter feed for his cattle. His own 
800 dry acres would be turned back to 
grazing and become part of a Government 
grazing district. Silcrest would have to get 
his living from cattle in the future, forget 
about grain entirely. 


"What about the house?" Silcrest asked. 


Arrangements would be made to move the 
house over to the new "Milk River" loca- 
tion, he was told. 


Silcrest took the offer. 
This procedure is being repeated with 


thousands of other farmers in the Great 
Plains area. 


Some rugged individualists turn a cold 


shoulder to Government aid. They are not 
forced to sell out. RA buys tracts around 
them, and leaves them to fight it out alone. 


The chief 
obstacle 
is encountering, 


however, is not rugged individualism. It is 
Government red tape. 


A farmer who accepts an RA offer ex- 


pects to get his money in a week or a 
month. Actually, he is kept waiting five, 
six, or even seven months, while four sep- 
arate agencies—Resettlement, Justice De- 
partment, General Accounting Office, and 
Treasury—pore over his abstract of title 
and finally authorize Government pur- 
chase. 


But when a few checks do finally trickle 


through into a district, and word gets 
around that the Government 
is talking 


with cash, the rest is much easier for Re- 
settlement. , 


G-WOMEN 


G-Boss J. Edgar Hoover wants trie world 


to know that recent stories about "G-Wo- 
men" are without foundation. 


"There is no such person as a G-wo- 


man," he says. "We are not able to employ 
women because our staff is too small to 
permit specialization. All our agents must 
be able to handle any kind of a job, and 
women detectives are only valuable for 
specialized types of cases." 


NOTE: There are women clerks in the 


Bureau of Investigation but, in his own of- 
fice, Hoover, a bachelor, has only men. His 
personal secretary and clerks are men.-

American nationals who continue 
to ignore the warnings of Ameri- 
can diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives to leave Spain wilt re- 
main there at their own risk and 
without the protection of this gov- 
ernment., it was indicated 
here. 


Such warnings have been given 
inferentially by American diploma- 
tic 
and 
consular 
officials 
In 


Spain but all Americans have not 
left the country. 


Administration officials 
long 


have feared some such incident as 
the attack on the Kane, and con- 
sider it little short of a miracle 
that some American national has 
not been killed or injured in the 
fighting between the 
opposing 


Spanish factions. In some quar- 
ters it is believed that a formal 
pronouncement by the president or 
the secretary of state might have 
more affect on American nationals 
in Spain than that informal warn- 
ings by diplomatic representatives 
have had. 


Enroute to Bilboa 


The attack on the Kane came 


with the startling suddenness that 
officials here have feared 
that 


such an incident would occur. One 
of two destroyers recently sent to 
Spanish waters to relieve the bat- 
tleship 
Oklahoma

American nationals from 
Spain 


the Kane left Gibraltar at 8:12 a 
m. yesterday, en route to Bilboa 


Lieut. Commander J. B. Alvin 


in command, reported that 
the 


plane appeared over his ship a 
4:10 p. m., while the vessel was ap 
proximately 40 miles 
off 
the 


Spanish coast. It was a tri-mo- 
tored, low-wing monoplane. 
It 


dropped two bombs which exploded 
near his ship. 


The destroyer at that.time was 


displaying the American flag, both 
at her foremast, and horizontal on 
top of the well 
deck 
awning. 


Commander Alvin increased his 
speed and maneuvered away from 
the plane's course. 


At 4:25 p. m. the plane again 


flew over and dropped 
another 


bomb. The Kane replied with two 
shots from her anti-aircraft gun. 
At 4:32 the plane flew over a third 
time and dropped three bombs. The 
destroyer's anti-aircraft gun fired 
seven rounds at the plane. Neither 
craft was hit. 


President Roosevelt at Rapid 


City, S. D.. was in constant con- 
tact with Hull, whom he had in- 
structed to protest to the leaders 
of the warring Spanish factions. 


The United States has five ves- 


sels in Spanish waters. In addi- 
tion to the Kane is the destroyer 
Hatfield, the battleship Oklahoma, 
due soon to come home; the new 
cruiser Quincy, also due to come

home shortly, and the U. S. Coast 
Guard cutter Cayuga. 


The protest concerning the Kane 


incident was the second warning 
.he American government has de- 
livered to the Spanish government 
since the rebellion broke out. 


Earlier this month Hull warned 


the Spanish foreign office that 
this government would hold the 
Madrid regime "strictly 
account- 


able" for any and all American- 
owned property seized or comman- 
deered by Spanish forces. 
This 


warning was sent following the 
seizure of the Ford and the Gen- 
eral Motors Assembly plants in 
Barcelona 
by 
the 
Catalonian 


government, and publication in the 
Spanish newspapers of hints that 
such seizures might be considered 
permanent. 


Last week the Madrid 
foreign 


office assured the state depart- 
ment that the Spanish government 
would observe a "stated policy" of 
not taking over privately-owned 
property, either that of foreigners 
or Spanish citizens, except as an 
urgent military necessity. 
and 


would pay the fairly appraised 
value of such property. 


The rebels in Morocco, early In 


the war, obtained tri-motored, low- 
winged Caproni bombers 
from 


Italy that have been active

transporting troops across the Gi- 
braltar straits and in bombing 
loyalist war vessels. 


The Kane is a flush-decker with 


four stacks displacing 1,190 tons. 
She was laid down in March, 1918 
and finished in November, 1920. 
She carries four five inch guns, 
one three inch gun, and a one 
pound anti-aircraft gun.

MADRID, Aug. 31.—(UP)—Re- 


bels advancing on Madrid from the 
southwest have met the Loyalist 
outer line of defense in the TaJa- 
vcra De La Reina region and have 
been defeated, the war office as- 
serted today. 


A communique said that Rebels 


and Loyalists fought savagely all 
day Sunday and that in the end 
the Rebels retired in confusion. 


A second government 
victory 


was reported in the Guadarrama 
mountains north of Madrid, over 
a stronge force of foreign legion- 
naires and sixfoot moors who at- 
tacked raw militiamen with the 
baynet. In a three hour fight, it 
was asserted, the Rebels lost more 
than 200 dead and gained not a 
foot in the vital mountain passes. 


But the Guadarrama was of sec- 


ondary importance to the govern- 
ment. 
The southwest sector has 


become the most urgent one be- 
cause the continued advance of 
the Rebels from that area would 
enable them to besiege the capital 
from all but the eastern side. 


Indication of a Rebel advance 


from the northeast was seen in the 
report of a victory by Government 
troops at Siguenza, 65 miles north- 
east of the capital, against Rebels 
marching toward Madrid. 


Continued advance of this co- 


lumn would endanger the Capital's 
food supply, as a further advance 
in the- mountains would cut off its 
water supply.
